Hie father was a retail shopkeeper, with a taate

for myatleisre and poetry, who neiclecteaj hi« busi¬
ness* and was often rather rndeto bis customers.
The iii'.tluT was a shrewd, ebeerfnl, prnctical wo

man, ami strongly Inclined to rationalism on reli¬
gious anbjeeta; snd tbe son took chiefly aftci in*
mother. One of bis earliest teachers waa Professor
Baur, the founder ol tbe Tubingen »School, who
exercised a deep ami permanent influence on bis
nun.I. li »appears also that he pass«.! through the
st boo! <»f Bchlcieruiacbor before be loon«] bis
centri· of gravity in lhat ol Hegel. Aller tl. tin
elusimi«· him*, if at the University, Strauss was

appointed deputy t>> a country minister no! fa,- from
his native town, Ludwigsburg. II« is Baiti to bava
been popular a* a preacher, hut in a ven short time
ho was raeslled to seademical duties, ????, how
ever, ho discontiiiui-tl this kind of work, loo, In
order to devote himself to bis" Life ol Jesus." ii
was published in 1820.and in a lev« yean passed
througn numerous editions.
